WASHINGTON, October 4.—[{Special.]—Ex- 


>@ Representative Yoder, who has just come 


declares his confidence in 
the election of Mr. Campbell.

Ex-Congressman Hamilton G. Ewart, of 
Henderson, N. C., isin the city for a day or 
two, on legal business at the departments.

He was the author of the resolution in- 
troduced in the last congress to investigate the 
civil service, and was active in the work of 
that committee, personally conducting the 
prosecution and examining ail the witnesses.

“So far as politics is concerned,”’ said he, 
‘there is very little excitement in North Car- 
olina. Quite a warfare is being waged 
upon Mr. Polk by the democratic press 
of the state on account of his at- 
titude on the alliance question. He is accused 
of being a traitor to his party and in a secret 
compact with the republicans to further the 
chances of that party. For my part, though, 
I can see no grounds for the charges. I think 
he is honest and in earnest. He may have 
some yisionary ideas in regard to the sub- 
treasury scheme and other financial matters, 
but he is a man of good sense. He is also a 
slrewd man, and has accomplished this 
much: That he tras placed the democratic 
party in that position where it must surren- 
der to the alliance. The alliance will capture 
the state, but may give the democratic poli- 
licians, Who are lawyers, positions on the 
bench and the attorney generalship. Beyond 
that they will get nothing. Ifthe democrats 
refuse to accede to the demands of Mr. 
Poik’s party the alliance will carry things with 
a high hand. 

It would be quite natural to expect Mr. 
Ewart, as the investigator of civil service, to 
Say something on thai subject. 

*I have always thought the removal of Mr.

RUSSIA'S BLOODY GRUELTY, 


The People Victims of Private Hate as 
Well as of Government Severity. 


Boston, October 4.—Benl Sintzki, his wife 
and his son Moses, arrived here Friday on the 
Warren steamer Kansas. The family gavea 
party May 29th in their home at Trave, Rus- 
sia, in honor of the thirteenth birthday of 
Moses, who, under Jewish custom, had 


reached man’s estate. 

Private parties being contrary to Russian 
laws, the local police demanded a large sum of 
hush -money, which Sintzki could not give. 
The family, without trial, were started for Si- 
beria. 

On the way, an officer ofthe guard madea 
roposal to Sintzki’s daughter, agreeing to re- 
ease the whole family if she would submit. 

She was willing to sacrifice herself, but the 
father forbade her doing so. To make him 
yield, the girl was strung up by the arms, and 
pain and fright caused her death. A section of 
nihilists heard of this outrage, and succeeded 
in drugging the soldiers and executing the 
captain. The captives were rescued and were 
assisted across the Prussian frontier. They 
were put aboard a vessel bound for Hull, 
England, from whence they came to America.

Lives Lost Through the Steam’s Fatal 
Rscape. 


SEVEN MEN KILLED IN CHICAGO, 


The Entombed Miners in Richard- 
son Colliery. 


THE B. AND 0, GRAIN ELEVATOR BURNED. 


The Flames Defy the Efforts of the Fire- 
men, and Make a Clean Sweep 
of Everything. 


Cuicaaco, October 4.—A boiler explosion on 
board the steamer C. W. Parker killed seven 
persons and seriously injured many others, in 
the neighborhood of Archer avenue bridge, on 


the south branch of the river, about 4:30 


o'clock this afternoon. 

Thetug C. W. Parker, in company with three 
other tugs, was engaged in attempting to 
tow the coal steamer H. §. Pickards, out of 
the draw of the bridge when the explosion 
occurred. 
of the tug, and their bodies have not been 
discovered. The other persons killed were 
standing on the banks of the river to whicha 
number of spectators had been drawn 
to witness the removal of the steamer 
Pickards, which arrived Saturday from 
Buffalo, with a cargo of coal. 
The vessel had run aground in the draw,and 
four tugs were putting forth every effort to 
move it when one of them, the C. W. Parker, 
exploded. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Elevator Burned. 

BALTIMORE, October 4.—Elevator ‘‘A,” of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company’s 
systein, located at Locust Point, was com 
pletely destroyed by fire about 7 o’clock a. m., 
together With all the machinery and 135,000 
bushels of wheat which it contained. The 
loss, which is heavy, is covered by insurance. 

Elevator “A"’ cost to construct and put in 
machinery $500,000. It was erected in 1871 
and is said to have been the first elevator 
located on the Atlantic coast... Its capacity 
was 500,000 busheis. During the past year it 
has been used for what is known as the ‘‘bay 
trade,’’ that is for wheat brought in vessels up 
the Chesapeake bay. The fire did its work 
quickly. 

Halfan hour after the discovery the of flames 
the roof and walls had fallen and were a mass 
of taming, smoking ruins. The flames had pos- 
session of the elevator so completely that 
when the firemen arrived it was abandoned to 
its certain fate,and they gave their atten- 
tion to saving the surrounding property. 
Biazing boards and pieces of timber were 
carried to a considerable distan ce, and, falling 
upon piersand ships, kept the seamen and 
fireboat and tugboats busy putting out the 
many fires thus started. The Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad fire department of Locust 
Point was very efticient aiso in this work. 

The fire is attributed to spontaneous com- 
bustion. The elevator, it is understood, will 
not be rebuiit. 

Elevator “B” and *C’’ have a capacity re- 
spectively of 100,000 and 500,000 bushels. 


In the Richardson Colliery. 
POTTSVILLE, Pa., October 4.—By an explo- 
sion in tbe Richardson colliery, last evening, 
John Magasky,a Polander, was killed, and 
James Grant and Thomas Conville, seriously 
injured. The men entombed in the mine are 
Thomas Clanev, married; John Lawler, mar- 
ried; James Simmon, Michael!

There is no 
hope of recovering them alive. 
Canning Works Destroyed.

pany. The total loss is $200,000, on which 
there is $149,500-insurance. Four firemen 
were caught by a falling wall this afternoon 
and badly bruised, but not fatally hurt.

A HISTORY OF THE COTTON TRADE 


From the Time England Seized the 
First Eight Bales 


UNTIL THE PRESENT CRISIS OF AFFAIRS. 


The Visible Supply of Every Year from 
1867 to 1890—-The Prospects of 


the Year Ahead. 


Mempnis, Tenn., October 4.—[Special.]— 
The cotton statement of Fulmer, Thomp- 
son & Co, is {full of interest. 

“Cotton is king.’’ A familiar aphorism, 
yet few appreciate the extent of its 
‘power.’ Nothing produced from the earth 
since 1764, when mother England seized 
the first eight bales sent to her from this 
country on. the ground of impossible pro- 
duction, has kept pace with its progress. 
It is now in use in every civilized house- 
hold. Hickory stripes and cottonades will 
be found an indispensible prerequisite to 
the civilization of Africa. Our review 
covers the movement since the crop of 1866 
to September 1, 1801. The most phenome- 
nal crop was the last, the production reach- 
ing the stupendous figure of 8,655,518 bales, 
of an average weight of 499 84-100 pounds. 
The next largest crop was grown the pro- 
vious year, 7,313,726 bales, of 496 13-100 
pounds average weight. ‘lhe increase of the 
last crop over its predecessor of equal size 
bales was 1,406.574. The world’s visible 
supply September 4, 1891, was 1,664,800, 
against 1,071,790 in 1890; excess for 1891, 
593,010 bales. I¢ is clearly manifest that 
the balance of the excess in production has 
gone into excessive consumption over last 


year. 
The Annual Consumption. 

The following table shows the consumption 
of Europe and America, and the sources from 
which it is derived, and for statistical purposes 
is known as the world’s supply and consump- 
tion. The years end September-1, and cover 
twelve months preceding that date. Bales are 
made to weigh 500 pounds each:

The Supply and Demand. 

This table also offers a field for interesting 
study. It will be seen that the crop of 1874, 
ending September 1st, was less than half that 
of last year, and yet turned out nearly as many 
dollars. The crop ‘of 1882, as shown, also 
yielded nearly as much cash as the last. The 
crop of year before last was short 1,406,574 of 
the last, and it brought $27,694,528 more. The 
last was the largest per acre grown during the 
period under review; the shortest yield was in 
the year 1882, ending September Ist, the 
per cent being only 32, against 42 
for last year of much larger bales. The 
lowest average price since 1840 was 5 63-100 
cents per pound in 1845, the highest was $1.014 
per pound in 1864. It is very apparent that 
large crops do not nay most profit; when the 
cost of growing, picking and marketing the 
last crop is compared to those of 1874, 1882, 
1888, 1889 and 1890, it will show a great loss to 
the producer; again, all of the latter named 
years compared with 1874, will show a heavy 
loss. When one bale will net as much cash as 
two, itis plain that the cost of growing, pick- 
ing and marketing the second bale is a total 
‘loss; but the charitable farmer seems deter- 
mined to clothe the world in cheap raiment 
and théreby “‘lay up treasure in heaven” and 
deny himself the “good things of this life.”’ 

The Price Should be Higher. 

The statistical ‘‘position” of cotton at pres- 
ent, compared with the past, should command 
for it a price so far above the present, that to 
state the figure would sound ridiculous and we 
forbear. The public mind, money conditions, 
é6tc:’, exert quite as «much infiueu@®-on the 
price as the “position,” the foregoing discloses 
a stronger ‘“‘position’’ than it has occupied 
since 1866. In the face of this fact the price 
is lower now than any year since 1850, so it 
will be seen that the price is not made on a 
basis of supply and demand, The man who 
risks his “roll” on statistics alone, will “go 
broke.’’ We cannot guess the future price of 
cotton, too many influences operate to put it 
up and down. 

The Prospect of the Coming Year. 

If the growing crop does not exceed 7,500,- 
000 and consumption remains the same, the 
supply at the end of the year will be undera 
half million. If the consumption increases in 
the same ratio and the crop does not exceed 
7,500,000 there would appear an actual short- 
age for the year of over 600,000 bales and the 
mills wouid be compelled to shut down. The 
mills here referred to have been a powerful 
factor in bringing about the present low price. 
Formerly they thought it dangerous to re- 
duce stocks in hand or in sight to much 
less than a half year’s requirements; 
now they are content with 
even less than a week’s supply in hand with a 
little more in sight. They may conclude that 
no supply is necessary and even go further and 
take an annual holiday rest of a month or sQ. 
The farmer can meet thisand “‘go them one 
better,’’ by reducing his acreage one-fourth or 
even more and thereby double his profits, he 
can then make more meat and bread, work 
less and soon force the rich manufacturer to 
advocate a subtreasury doctrine, while he dons 
the glittering robe of the goldbug. The writer 
reduced his acreage 20 per cent this year and 
made a great abundance of hay and corn.

San Francisco, Cal., October 4—The Oc 
cidental and Oriental steamer Belgic arrived 
early this morning from Japan and Hawaii.

The treaty powers, however, find it more difficult 
to persuade China to open Hunan ata time when 
60 Many nations are following the example of the 
United States in their treatment of China. China 
is too weak to protest effectively against 
this bad treatment of her subjects, but the con- 
duct of the Americans who have shown hopeless 
incapacity in dealing with the Chinese, has not 
been observed with indifference. Only the other 


day Li Hung Chang sanctioned the proposal of the @ 


consul at San Francisco to transfer all the Chinese 
coolies in America en blec to the gold mines in 
the Amur districts. The probability is that the 
present crisis will pass over. There f not yet 
sufficient combustibles for a big explosion, but an 
explosion seems inevitable. 


Another Paper Talks.

The Funds Were Stolen. 

There was a very large fire at Chung King 
August 8th. When the fire engines were 
brought out only two out of the thirteen were 
found to be in condition for use. It was soon 
discovered that the chief of thecity had 
dismissed the fire crews and embezzled the 
money provided for tielr maintenance. A 
mob of 10,000 attacked his dwelling two days 
later, and it was only with the greatest difii- 
culty he escaped being torn to pieces. Thia 
outbreak gave rise at Shanghai to rumors of 
another anti-missionary riot. 


A Monument to Garibaldi. 


Nice, October 4.—The mayor of this city 
unveiled a monument to Garibaldi here today 
in the presence of M._Reuvier, resenting 
the French governmént; Geneta! Canzio, 
representing the Garibaldi family; several 
French and Italian Sepa, many 
notables, civil and mihtary, and a 
large concourse of people. Thes ers were 
warmly cheered. The mayor said he paid 
grateful homage to the memory of Garibaldi 
for succoring France in the hour of need, and 
he hailed it as a patriotic symbol of union and 
concord between France and the [talian peo- 
ple. The other speakers, among them several 
deputies, spoke in a similar strain. 

General Canzio said that the unveiling of 
the monument should be made the occasion of 
a proclamation of concord between the two 
nations, which were of common origin. 

M. Rance, speaking in behalf of the 
French republicans, contemptuously repelled 
the charge that the French desired to restore 
temporal power to the pope., He begged 
the Italians notto be alarmed at the noisy 
manifestations. 

The free press of the two nations, he said, 
should inculcate their community of interests. 
War would be a crime against civilization and 
liberty. 

M. Rouvier expressed similar sentiments. 
France, he said, was grateful for Garibaldi’s 
assistance. He could not have wished a 

rander apotheosis than to see in the present 
, to what the people he assisted have at- 
tained. M. Rouvier’s speech was received 
with enthusiastic shouts of ‘“‘Vive la repub- 
lique, vive la France, vive |’Italie.”’ 

Watlene societies then marched past the 
statue playing the “Marseillaise,”’ and *Gari- 
baidi’s Hymn.”’ A flag riddled with shot, 
which was exhibited’by the Italian societies 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm. No unto- 
ward incident occurred. General Canzio was 
made an ofticer of the Legion of Honor.

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The Famous Central Express Robber Says 
the Papers Have Lied on Him. 


SAVANNAR, Ga., October 4.—[Special.]—De- 
Lauter, the Central express robber, is very 
sensitive to newspaper criticism. He says he 
has been painted a good deal blacker than 
he is. 

“TI know that public sentiment is against 
me,” he said, “butitis not that I want to 
speak of, nor of the trouble that brought me 
where I am, but about the lies that have been 
told about me. I do not blame the newspapers 
for publishing them, but the parties who tell 
them. I donot care to mention their names, 
because they do notamount to much, These 
people only intend by their statements to hold 
me up to public contempt.”’

I then brought the 
goods to Savannah, kept them three weeks and 
disposed of them. I heard nothing further of 
Watts or his chums for a month, when one 
morning Watts came to me at Millen and 
asked to be allowed to ride to Macon. I re- 
fused. The next time I met him was in jail 
here. I am giad to say that I never had any- 
thing else to do with Watts or his gang. 

‘‘As regards the statement that I was con- 
nected with the Jesse James or Rube Burrows 
gang, itisnotso. I never even read their 
lives.”’ 

**How did you dispose of the goods you took 
from Watts?” DeLauter was asked. 

‘*Well, that doesn’t make any difference. I 
don’t care to make any further statements 
about myself until my trial takes place,’’ 

“Will youemploy a lawyer and stand trial, 
or plead guilty ?’’ 

“I will not employ a lawyer,”’ said De-

General Carl Schurz Addresses the As- 
seinblace.

It was his purpose, he said, to 
show by history the patriotic devotion and 
general usefulness of Germans in the material 
development of this country and civilization;

They are faithful, devoted, 
useful citizens, and the preservation of 
the German language is no menace to Ameri- 
can institutions. He urged upon his country- 
men not to maintain a distinct nationality, 
but to mergeinto American life, imparting 
their own good qualities, and taking from 
others such as they were lacking in.

The efforts to secure a settlement of the 
strike have cometo naught, and 12 o’clock 
finds an adjustment as remote as on yesterday. 

The negroes have spent tne night praying 
and singing, many attending the churches. 
They deciare that their cause is just, and that 
God will not desert them in the hour of trial. 
The mercantile tirms declare they will not 
take back the men who deserted from their 
establishments on any terms. There is no 
likelihood of any disturbance during the 
night. 


TWO THRILLING ESCAPES, 


An Engineer’s Desperate Fight with Ap- 
parent Fate. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., October 4.—[Special.] 
Two narrow escapes were connected with the 
trip of freight No. 18 froin Chattahoochee.

He next spoke of the evil of whisky, and its 
horrible influence, which, he says, has brought 
sorrow to many homes, causing their destruc- 
tion, and breaking the hearts and destroying 
the happiness of mothers and their children. 


‘He related many instances showing how fathers 


and sons have fallen to shame and disgrace by 
being strongly addicted to the habit of whisky 
drinking. 
The Cutaway Dresses. 
His conception of the difference of men and 


women who are classed in high society, and - 


those who are only known in a general mass of 
people, is by society men wearing cutaway 
coats and society women wearing cutaway 
dresses, who together play cards, drink and go 
to the playhouses, while the others had to lead 
a more quiet life, and do not indulge in such 
luxuries. He spoke of the evil of women 
drinking at receptions and at progressive 
eucher parties. 
Ladies Taking Their Grog. 

The whole congregation was amazed, and 
looks of astonishment covered their faces 
when Mr. Wadsworth talked about the ladies 
of high society going to restaurants and drink- 
ing, not seldom, but frequently. He said he 
was told there was one young ladyin the city 
who goes to such places often with a man 
whom she was able to put under the table 
every time, and who sips the wine with her. 

Going to an English Party. 

He next told of a scene he saw while travel- 
ing on the Georgia railroad a short time ago. 
He said there was a party of Augusta society 
ladies on board this train, going to a city in 
this state to attend what was called an 
“English party.”” He said the ladies while 
on: the train deliberately took out a bottle 
and drank in the presence of the men. 

Two Sheets in the Wind. 

He said after they drank it they were con- 
siderably enlivened and were two sheets in the 
wind. 


Mr. Wadsworth next tackled the Augusta , 


ladies and gentlemen for trifling with the 
eucher club. He jumped on to tne trip of the 
clubup to the locks last spring.

You go intoa shop where 
there is only one wheei turning and that by a 
workman’s foot on a treadlo, and you say to 
yourself, “Here is something good being done, 
yet on a small scale;”” but if you nto & 
factory covering many acres, and you find 
thousands of bands pulling on thousands of 
wheels, the shuttles flying, and the whole 
scene bewildering with activities, driven 
by water, or steam, or electric power, you 
cOnclude that the factory was put up to 
do great work and on a vast scale. Now, 
I look at you, and ifI should find that you 
had only one faculty of body, only * one 
muscle, only one nerve, if you could see but 
could not hear, or could hear and not see, if 
you had the use of only one foot or one 
hand, and, as to your higher nature, 
if you had only one inental 
faculty, and you had memory but no judg- 
ment, or oe bape but no will, and if you 
had a soul with only one capacity, I would 
say not much is éxpected of you. But stand 
up, oh man, and let me =look you 
squarely. in the face. Eyes capable of 
seeing everything. Ears capable of 
hearing everything. Hands capable of 
grasping everything. Mind, with more wheels 
than any factory ever turned, more power than 
Corliss engine ever moved. A soul that will 
outlive all the universe except heaven, and 
would outlive all heaven if the life of other 
immortals were a moment short of the eternal. 
Now, what has the world aright to expect of 
you? What has Godaright to demand of 
you? God is the greatest of economists in the 
universe, and He makeg nothing uselessly,and 
for what purpose did He build your body, mind 
and soul as they are built? Therefare only two 
beings in the universe who can answer that 
question. The angels do not know. The 
schools do not know. Your kindred cannot 
certainly know. God knows, and you ought 
to know. A factory runmng at an expense of 
$500,000 a year, and turning out hes worth 
70 @cents a fyear, would gnot §be such an in- 
congruity as you, oh man, with such semi-in- 
finite equipment, doing dothing, or next to 
nothing, in the way of usefulness. ‘*What 
shall 1 do?’? you ask. My brethren, my sis- 
ters, do not ask me. Ask God. There’s 
some path of Christian usefalness open. 
It may bea rough path, of it may be a 
smooth path, a long path or a short path. 
It may be on a mount of conspicuity, or in a 
valley unobserved, butitis a path on which 
you can start with such faith and such satis- 
faction and such certainty that you can cry 
out in the face of earth and hell and heaven: 
“To this end wasI born.” Do not wait for 
extraordinary qualifications. Philip the Con- 
querer gained his greatest victories seated on a 
mule, and if you wait for some capatisoned 
Bucephalus to ride iuto the conflict you will 
never getinto the world-wide fight at all. 
Samson slew, the Lord’s enemies with the 
jawbone of the stupidest beast created. Sham- 
gar slew 600 -of the Lord’s enemies 
with an ox-goad. Under God, spittle cured the 
blind man’s eyes in the New Testament story. 
Take all the faculty you have and say: “O, 
Lord! Hereis what I have, show me the 
field and back meup by omnipotent power. 
Anywhere, anghow, any time for God.” Two 
men riding on horseback came tO a trough to 
water the horses. While the horses were 
drinking one of the men said to the other a 
few words about the value of the soul, and 
then they rode away and in opposite direc- 
tions. But the words u tered were the salva- 
tion to the one to whom they were uttered, 
and he became the Rev. Mr. Champion, one 
of the most distinguished missionaries in hea- 
then lands; for years wondering who did for 
him the Christian kindness and not finding 
out untilin a bundle of books sent him to Afftica 
he found the biography of Brainerd Taylor 
anda picture of him, and the missionary re- 
cognized the face in that book as the man who, 
at the watering trough for horses, had said the 
thing that saved his soul. What opportuni- 
ties you have hadin the past! What oppor- 
tunities you have now! What opportunities 
yoh will have in the days to come! Put 
on ‘your hat, oh woman, this afternoon, and 
go in and comfort that young mother who lost 
her babe lastsummer. Put on your hat, oh 
man, and go over and see that merchant who 
was compelled yesterday to make an assign- 
ment, and tell him of the everlasting riches 
remaining for all those who serve the 
Lord, Can you sing? Go and 
sing for that man who cannot get well 
and you will help him into heaven. 
Let it be your brain, your tongue, your eyes, 
your ears, your heart, your lungs, your hands, 
your feet, your body, your mind, your soul, 
your life, your death, your time, your eternity 
for God, feeling in your soul: “To this end 
wus I born.’’ It may be hopeful to some if I 
récite my own experience inthis regard. I 
started for the law without asking my divine 
direction. I consulted my own tastes. I like 
lawyers, and courtrooms, and judges, and 
juries, and I reveled in hearing’ the 
Frelinghuysens and the Bradieys of the 
New Jersey bar, and as assistant of the 
county clerk, at sixteen years of age, I 
searched tities, maturalized foreigners, re- 
corded deeds, received the confession 
of judgments, swore witnesses and juries and 
grand juries.

But one sum- 
mer, when I was resting st Sharon Springs, 
and while seated in the park of that village, I 
said to myself: ‘‘If I have an especial work to 
do in the world I ought to find it out now,”’ 
aud with that determination I prayed as I had 


| never before prayed, and got the divine di- 


rection and wrote itdown in my mémorandum 
book, and I saw my life-work then as plainly 
as I seeitnow. Ohdo not be satisfied with 
general directions. Get specific directions. Do 
not shoot at random. Take aim and fire. 
Concentrate. Napoleon’s success in bat- 
tle came from his theory of breaking 
through the enemy’s ranks at one point, 
not trying to meet the whole line of the 
enemy's force by 4 similar force. One 
reason why he lost Waterloo was because he 
did not work his usual theory, and spread his 
force out overa wide range. Oh, Christian 
man, oh, Christian woman, break through 
somewhere. Not a general engagement for 
God, but a particular engagement, and made 
in answer to praver. If there are 1,600,000,000 
people in the world, then there are 1,600,000,000 
different missions to fulfill, different styles of 
work to do, different orbits in which to revolve, 
and if you do not get the divine direction there 
are at least 1,599,000,U00 possibilities that you 
will make a mistake. On your knees before 
God get the matter settled so that you can 
firmly say: ‘“To this end was I born.” 

And now I come to the climacteric consid- 
eration. As near as I can tell, you were built 
for a happy eternity, as the disasters which 
have happened to your nature to be overcome 
by the blood of the Lamb if you will heartily 
accept that Christly arrangement. We are 
all rejoiced at the increase in human longev- 
ity. People live, as near as I can observe, 
about ten years longer than they used to. The 
modern doctors do not bleed their patients on 
all occasions as did the former doctors. In 
those times if a man had fever, they bled him, 
if he had consumption they bled him, if he 
had rheumatism they bled him, and if they 
could not make out exactly what was the 
matter they bled him: The old-time phie- 
botomy was death’s coadjutor, All this 
has changed. From the way I see peo- 

le skipping about at eighty years of age, 
f conclude that Hfe insurance companies will 
have to change their table of risks and charge 
a@ man no more premium at seventy than they 
used to do when he was sixty, and no more 
premium at fifty than when he was forty. By 
the advancement of medical science and the 
wider uaintance with the laws of health, 
and the fact that people know better -how to 
take care of themselves, human life is pro- 
longed. But do you realize what, after all, 
is the brevity of our earthly state? In the 
times when people lived seven and eight hun- 
dred years,.the patriarch Jacob, said that his 
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appear when the world lets it up, and hesven 
entrances it, Is suppose I would be so over; 
wered that Isshonid drop down as one dead. 
ou have examined the family Bible and ex- 
lored the family records, and you may 
ave daguerrotypes of some of the 
kindred of revious generations, you 
have had photographs taken of what 
you were in boyhood or girlhood, and 
what you were ten years later, and it is very 
interesting to any one to be able to look back 
upon pictures of what he was ten, twenty or 
thirty yearsago; but have you ever hada 
picture taken of what Sa may be and what 
you will be if you seek after God and feel the 
Spirit's regenerating power? Where, shall I 
plant the camera to take the picture? I 
plant it on this platform. Idirecc it toward 
you, Sit still or stand still while I take the 
icture. It shall be an instantaneous picture. 
here! I haveit. It is done. You can see 
the picture in its imperfect state, and 
get some idea of what it will 
when thoroughly developed. There is 
your resurrected body, so brilliant that 
the noonday sun isa patch of midnight com- 
pared with it. There is your soul, so pure 
that all the forces of diabolism' could {not 
spotit withan imperfection. There is your 
being, so mighty and so swift that filght from 
heaven to Mercury or Marsor Jupiter and 
back again to heaven would not weary you, 
and a world on each shoulder would not crush 
you. An eye that shall never shed a tear. An 
energy that shall never feel a fatigue. A 
brow that shall never throb with pain. You 
are young again, though you died of de- 
crepitude, You are well again, though you 
coughed or shivered yourself into the 
tomb. Your every-day associates are 
the apostles and prophets and martyrs, 
and most exalted souls; masculine and fem- 
inine, of all the centuries; the archange! to 
you no embarrassment; God himself your 
present and everlasting joy. That is an in- 
stantaneous picture of what you may be, and 
what Lam suresome of you willbe. Ifyou 
realize that it is an imperfect picture, my 
apology is what the Apostie Jonn said: ‘‘It 
doth not yet appear what we shall be.’’ ‘To 
this end was I born.” IfI1 did not think so I 
would be overwheimed with melancholy. 
The world does verv well .fora littl while— 
eighty, ora hundred, or a hundred and fifty 
years, and I think that human longevity 
may yet be improved up to that pro- 
longation, for' now there is. 80 little 
room between our cradle and our grave 
we cannot accomplish much—bat who 
would want to dwell in this world for all 
eternity! Some think this earth will finally 
be turned intoaheaven. Perhaps it may, but 
it would have to undergo radical repairs and 
through eliminations and evolutions and re- 
volutions and transformations infinite, to make 
it desirable for eternal residence. All the 
east winds would have to become west winds, 
and all the winters changed to springtides, 
and the volcanoes extinguished, and the 
oceans chained to their beds, and the epi- 
demics forbidden enterance, and the world so 
fixed up that [think it would take more to 
repair this old world than to make an entirely 
new one. But I mist say I do not care where 
heaven isif wecan only get there, whether 
a gardenized America, or an em- 
paradised Europe, or a world centrai to the 
whole universe. ‘‘Tothis end was I born.” 
If each onegf us could say that, we would go 
with faces shining and hopes exhilerant amid 
earth’s worst misfortunes and trials. Only a 
little while and then the rapture. Only a lit- 
tle while and then the reunion. Only a@ little 
while and then the transfiguration. 

In the seventeenth century all Europe was 
threatened with a wave of Asiatic barbarism. 

The king 
and his court had fled, and nothing could save 
the city from being overwhelmed wuless

And see you not, Oh ye souls, besieged with 
sin and sorrow, that light breaks in, the swords 
and the shields and the helmets of divine 
rescue baihed in the rising run of heavenly 
deliverance?

The New York Platform. 

The correspondent who asked Tue Con- 
STITUTION the other day what it thought of 
the silver attitude of the Massachusetts 
democrats returns to the charge. ‘‘I cannot 
say,” he writgs, ‘‘that your reply is alto- 
gether satisfactory, but it is certainly both 
unexpected and suggestive. I had forgotten 
the fact that Massachusetts has always cast 
her electoral vote for the republican party. 
Still, as Iam after information, I will be 
presumptious enough to ask you what you 
think about the financial plank in the plat- 
form of the New York democrats.”’ 

We gladly accommodate our correspon- 
dent, although we think he has mistaken 
his motive when he says he is seeking infor- 
mation. The New York democrats make 
this declaration: ‘‘We are against the 
coinage of a silver dollar which is not of the 
intrinsic value of any other dollar of the 
United States."’ Now we have no sort of 
objection to this declaration; our objection 
is only to the insinuation which it seems to 
cast on the aims and desires of those who 
are in favor of free coinage. We say 
‘‘seems,”’ for it may be that the New York 
democrats had no intention of reflecting on 
their fellow democrats. Asto the declara- 
tion itself, it will be most heartly endorsed 
by every free coinage democrat in the coun- 
try. All democrats are in favor of coining 
a silver dollar which shall have the ‘‘intrin- 
sic’’ value of any other dollar of the United 
States. Yet the term ‘‘intrinsic’’ is a very 
poor word when applied to metal. It means 
nothing, or it means everything. If it 
means everything, then gold would be just 
as valuable if the mints were shut down 
against it and its use in the arts discontin- 
ued; and yet everybody who has studied 
the question knows that the value of gold is 
in a state of continuous fluctuation—more 80 
than that of silver. If it were deprived by 
demonetization of its potential money value 
—its coinage and legal tender values, there 
would be a tremendous shrinkage in its so- |- 
called legal tender value. 

Those who favor free coinage have but 
one object, and that is to restore silver to its 
old place in the currency—a place that it 
held from the beginning of the government 
down to 1873, when it was demonetized for 
the purpose of plundering the people. They 
are opposed t0 the coinage of a silver dollar 
which is not of the intrinsic value of any 
other dollar of the United States. They 
know that the reopening of the mints to 
silver will restore to the metal its potential 
money value in this country, and they be- 
lieve that this event will be followed by the 
reopening of the mints of France and the 
other members of the Latin union to the 
coinage of the white metal. For this reason 
we are not only in hearty accor with tho 
declaration of the New York platform, 
which we have quoted, but with its denun- 
ciation of the Sherman silver law of 1890,

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The Liberal Congress. 

The liberal congress at Newcastle is be- 
lieved to be the most important political 
event in England between now and the next 
general election. 

The issues of the campaign are to be for- 
mulated at Newcastle, and the task will not 
be an easy one. Both the great parties are 
bidding for the labor vote, which naturally 
would go to the liberals. Under the influ- 
ence of Sir John Gorst, a very able conserv- 
ative who represented the Salisbury gov- 
ernment at the Berlin labor congress last year, 
the conservatives have taken steps to placate 
the workingmen. With both parties cater- 
ing to their vote, the laboring class is quick 
to realize its power and has become more 
radical in its views and more exacting in its 
demands of politicians. This will greatly 
increase the difficulties of Mr. Gladstone’s 
task of holding together the great mixed mass 
of voters who constitute the liberal party. He 
is firm in his determination to dispose of } 
home rule before he loads his party with } 
new issues that are liable to handicap it. | 
There are some issues, however, that the 
liberals will be likely to take up, and with 
perfect safety. One is the compensation of 
members of parliament. As it is, John 
Burns and those laboring men who are, can- 
didates for election to the house of com- 
mons, if elected, will have to carry a burden 
quite beyond their individual strength. . The 
workingmen are raising by subscription the 
money necessary to support their cham- 
pion, while he servesa termin the com- 
mons without salary. 

Mr. Morley, in his Newcastle specch, 
touched on several issues which are of great 
interest, but it is clear that some of them 
cannot be taken up safely in this campaign. 
One of them is the reform or removal of the 
house of lords. Mr. Gladstone doubtless 
has it in his mind to take up this issue 
when he has settled the home rule question, 
but it is said that he will oppose the idea of 
entering this campaign with that extra 
weight. The eight-hour day is a question

the other day. But itis in evidence that 
at this directors’ meeting, when Russell 
Sage opposed Gould’s plans, the latter be- 
came ghastly pale, and sank back in his 
chair ina fit of nervous prostration. Then 
he became hysterical, and wept and laughed 
alternately, and at first all efforts to quiet 
him were unavailing. The directors. were 
almost panic stricken, and the condition of 
Mr. Gould shocked them beyond measure. 

The story, though still denied by Mr. 
Gould and his son, must have some founda- 
tion in fact. And no wonder: The mental 
Strain which this man undergoes from day 
to day is enough to wreck the lives of many 
stronger men. The wonder is, that he has 
held out so long. 

Jay Gould has a master who is driving 
him to death. A master who is merciless, 
and spares not. Friends who have known 
him in past years remark the great change 
in his appearance during the last few

Campbell in Ohio. 

Governor Campbell last week continued 
his campaign in the republican preserves of 
Ohio. It can only be described as a success- 
ful raid into the enemy’s country, which is 
attended by the most unbounded enthusi- 
asm. He may be defeated, but he has made, 
and is still making, a campaign that will be 
memorable in the annals of Ohio. Ilis 
wit, his readiness, his personal magnetism 


and the absolute mastery which 
he has of the. art of ora- 
tory and discussion, together with his 


knowledge of human nature, make him 
equal t6 any emergency which presents it- 
self. His methods of discussion are original 
and inimitable, and his treatment of the 
tariff is at once racy and conclusive. 

In the republican stronghold of Bellaire, 
which is an iron-producing district, Gover- 
nor Campbell received a tremendous ovation 
from the laboring men. His talk was de- 
voted to the relations which exist between 
the McKinley law and wages, and, among 
other things, he said: 

A year and more has elapsed since great in 
creases in the tariff were made, increases which 
make living dear toevery man, woman and child 
inthe country. I have watched carefully to see 
what raises were. made in wages. I;+have made 
diligent investigation because if increase in the 
tariff has not brought increased wages then this 
so-called protection is a deception and a fraud 
upon the wage-earners. 

I'll pursue my inquiries here. You are wage- 
earners. Do you get more pay now than you did 
before the McKinley bill passed’ 

You don’t answer, If you haven’t had your 
wages increased, can you tell me what other occu- 
pations there are in which wages have been in- 
creased since the McKinley bill became a law? 

There was a long silence. 

Finally a shrill voice piped: 

‘“Nary aone!” 

The crowd burst into a cheer. 

The boy is right, said the governor. That’s 
the only industry in which wages have becn 
raised—“nary a one,” 

I defy Major McKinley to name one. He spoke 
to you here from a platform of steel made by you. 
He didn’t tell you of any one’s wages being raised 
by his bill. And he wouldn’tif he should speak 
here again, because he couldn't. 

If you'll bring me a single wage-earner from 
the Atlantic to the Pacitic whose wages have been 
increased a single dollar by the operation of the 
McKinley bill, Ull buy a brass cage and set him 
up in the statehouse for people to look at as one 
of the most remarkable products of the nineteenth 
century. [Laughter.] ' 

The governor didn’t stop here. He is- 
sued a challege to McKinley, which is alto- 
gether remarkable. He said: 

Major McKinley made this tariff bill. He tells 
you he nade it so as to raise your wages and the 
wages of all working people. 

Now Til make the major a proposition. 11 di- 
vide the vote with him and we'll settle the elec- 
tion that way. V’ll give him the votes of all the 
men whose wages have been increased by the bill 
if he’Jl give me the votes of the men whose wages 
haven’t been increased by it. (Laugihter.) On 
that basis I'll carry Ohio 750,000 majority. [Cheers.} 

In every industry where the duty was substan- 
tially imereased by the McKinley bill, wages have 
been cut down, and I'll tell you it’s not going to 
get any better. Day before yesterday notice was 
posted in the Carnegie mills thatthe present 
scale would be abolished and a new one made be- 
fore January Ist. Does that indicate an increase of 
wages? Scales were not made that way. Why, 
that Carnegie scale will be a regular toboggan 
slide for the workmen if Major McKinley carries 
this election, and the employers find they are rea- 
sonably sure of a continuance of protection, 
[Cheers. } 

Pil bet adollar to a nickel that when Major 
McKinley was here he didn’t tell you that the iron 
and steel workers have lost more strikes in the 
past six months than in the previous three vears. 
I can take youtoa dozen places where iron work - 
ers’ wages heve been reduced since the McKinley 
bill passed. 

There’s no tariff on the only thing you have to 
sell—that’s labor. You have to sell that every day 
or lose it, Youcan’t store it up and you must 
take what they give you for it or starve. They put 
a high tariff on the products of labor, which can 
be stored up and marketed at profitable seasons, 
but every port 18 open and free to this labor of the 
world ‘coming here to compete with you, 
[Cheers.]} 

Next Thursday Major McKinley will 
meet the governor in joint debate, and there 
is no doubt that the republican candidate 
will bea badly used up man. Anticipating 
this result, the republicans have declined to 


arrange for more than one joint debate.

The fortress 
finally fellto ruinand the cannon, one by one, 
tumbled over the bank, and now, after lying 380 
years beneath the walls of ancient Santo Domingo, 
this piece of rusty ordnance goes to Chicago, 
perhaps to send fortha salute tothe memory of 
the great Columbus, whose son it was once used to 
threaten.

TOPICS TALKED ABOUT. 


The part which the volunteer soldiers played 
in the past weck’s strike at Savannah, is one 
of the strongest arguments that could be ad- 
vanced in behalf of state aid to the troops. 

Twelve hundred men quit work. Most of 
them were hard-working negroes, and were dis- 
posed to act quietly and peaceably throughout 
the settlement of the matter. Some of them, how- 
ever, a8 was ‘to be expected, threatened violence 
unless their demands were conceded. These 
talked of mobbing any laborers who offered 
to take their places on the wharves. Protec- 
tion was asked by the railroads for their 
property and their new men. Serious trouble 
was feared, and for days it was imminent. 
All realized that a riot might start in a 
moment, either in the day or at night. There 
were times when the gravest apprehension was 
felt. The city’s {police would have been helpless, 
particularly at night. So in the most deliber- 
ate way the city authorities arranged with the 
officers of the First regiment and the Guards’ 
battalion to meet any crisis that might 
threaten life and property. 

By day, a small detachment of men stood 
ready to respond instantly to the signal, which, 


by the way, in Savannah is_ eleven 
strokes of the big fire bell. Every night 


larger details guarded the armorie®. 
ss * 


For hours the armories resounded with the 
tread of the men as they drilled. The mem- 
bers of the volunteer companies went to bed 
not at all certain that they would get to sleep 
before being called out. The strikers held 
many meetings and they were all large ones. 
A single hot-beaded speech might have sent hun- 
dreds of men out on mischief bent. But the 
preparation of the military to cope with any 
emergency, however sudden, inspired an awe 
in the minds of the most belligerant. Had a 
riot started there would have been sad doings. 
Seven hundred well armed men would have 
been in ranks within a few minutes. The 
strikers knew this and it had more to do 
with the quiet that marked their idleness than 
anything else. 

* * ® 

Savannah owes her escape from violence to 
her splendid military force. Her troops are 
her protectors. They parade about three times 
a year. The influence of the display which 
they make cannot well be calculated in dol- 
lars and lives, but who does not recall what 
the riotous mobs did in Cincinnati, at Pitts- 
burg and at. Baltimore, a few years ago? 

The appropriation of a few thousand dollars 
a year to the state’s troops protects millions 
and millions of property and scores of lives-

We have had conventions and congresses on less 
important matters than good roads, and we are 
glad to learn that Georgia is moving inthis im- 
portant direction by calling a southern road con- 
gress. 

California is classed as a southern state and a 
delegation from this state will be welcomed. It 
is probably too late to arrange an official delega- 
tion from this state, but we doubtnot that any 
Californian of good repyte who may bein the 
south at the time, will be seated as representa- 
tive of this state. 

A Suggestion to Congress. 
From The National Stockman. 

The constitution of the United States says that 
the general government shall have power to estab- 
lish post roads and provide for the common de- 
fense. Withthis authorily it fs clear that the 
United States has the right to build and maintain 
roads which shall serve as mail routes and for 
military purposes. We will never have better 
roads if we depend on local effort, and we can 
never expect the government to take hold of it 


until the people demand it. The govern- 
ment educates young men for officers in 
the army and navy, in agriculture and 


mechanical studies. Why should not appropria- 
tions be made to educate young men to be practi- 
cal road-makers? The roads should be divided 
into national roads, state roads and connty, or 
neighborhood roads. The national roads to be 
cared for byarmy engineers, the state roads in 
charge of engineers graduated from the agricul- 
tural and mechanical schools, and the neighbor- 
hood roads in charge of local supervisors. Each 
county should have an engineer. The burden of 
paying for these roads would be so diyided that it 
would come hard on noone. It is not the country 
people alone who suffer from bad roads.

There has been no convention of this kind as 
yet, although the best results were to be expected 
from it. We know the value of corporation, and 
how far more likely the states are to accomplish 
something in the way of road-building by work- 
ing together than singly.

The Ulster County Savings Institution in 
Trouble, 

Kinaston, N. Y., October 4.—The Ulster 
County Savingsinstitution has closed its doors 
and is in charge of Bank Superintendent 
Charles M. Preston. 

Expert examiners have been at work since 
Tuesday and have found already that the enor- 
mous stim of $463,000 has béen stolen by the 
treasurer, Ostrander, and Matthew T. Trump- 
bour, the assistant treasurer, and it is feared 
the stealings will reach over that amount. 

Ostrander was arrested about two weeks ago 
for embezzling $75,000, and was under bonds 
of $20,000, and his bondsmen last night turned 
him over to Sheriff Dill and he was locked up 
in jail, 

When Ostrander was arrested there was a 
great run on the bank for three days, but the 
other banks came to the rescue of the Ulster 
County Savings institution and the trustees 
made a statement, showing that there was a 
surplas of $247,000. The statement being 
signed by such well-known men as Judge 
Alton B. Parker, General G. H. Sharpe, 
Judge William S. Kenyon, Postmaster Noah 
Wolven, John W. Searing, ofthe Kingston 
Leader, and other reputable citizens, had a 
reassuring effect, and depositors who drew out 
their money brought it back.

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The Southern Exposition Is Opened Most 
Auspiciously. 


TEN STATES REPRESENTED IN EXHIBITS: 


The Work in Progress on the Seaboard 
Air-Line—A New Line of Rail- 
} way Under Contract. 


Raue1a0n, N. C., October 4.—[Special.]—The 
exposition has opened auspiciously, it may be 
said, though it is not yet all in place, as. far 
as exhibits are concerned. The excuse, & 
hackneyed one, is given that none of these 
expositions are ready to open by the date 
specified. This one grows day by day. Here 
are ten exhibits of states, not by states in their 
capacity as commonwealth, but by the people 
of the states, acting through sub-bureaus of 
the central interstate immigration bureau 
here. It appears that these sub-bureaus col- 
lect money to cover the cost of making ¢X- 
hibits and then send the latter forward. 
Florida's exhibit is large, but is nearly all 
for-sale. Some county exhibits will be larger 
than those of some of the states. 

Mr Peter M. Wilson, who ison the execu- 
tiv@committee for this state,’ is enthusiastic 
in regard to the exposition, saying it wili be of 
untold benefit, as it is made by the people 
themselves, without financial aid oF 
backing, and that it will be 
all the better calculated to impress 
the people from the north and west, whom he 
expects tosee here a little later in great num- 
bers. The exposition managers say they will 
have nearly five hundred northern and west- 
ern newspaper people here during the two 


months. They say they expect a great attend- | 


ance on some of the ‘‘state days.’”” Your cor- 
respondent must needs depend upon the mana- 
gers for his information regarding anything 
counected with the exposition. 

The Seaboard Air-Line. 

The engineers on the Seaboard Air-Line 
await with great eagerness the receipt of the 
news of its completion to Atlanta, They 
know that means fast time from Portsmouth 
southward. The line has for a long time con- 
centrated all its strength to finish this Atlanta 
link. It has economized to do this. General 
Manager Winder is not only a most capable 
man, but very economical. He is in the 
pleasant position of being able to pay for any 
supplies the day they are received. 

Of course the Seaboard will! have to fight the 
Coast line ‘and the Richmond and Danville 
for southern business. Everybody sees that. 
Atlanta will be the gainer thereby, as will 
readily be seen. Arrangements will be made 
for a fast line north. Itisintimated that the 
line up the east Maryland shore will be used, 
known as the Cape Charles route, but, of 
course, it is clear that the road from Ridgeway, 
N. C., to Petersburg, Va., must be built. This 
link was talked about in THe CONSTITUTION 
early in the year. 

The railway commissioner’s actin securing 
or requiring lower express rates, particularly 
on fruits and vegetables, is a very popluar 
one. To the ordinary human mind the tariff 
in use has been a thing not understood at all. 
That will be simplified by the commission’s 
order. 

A New Line of Road. 

The last work upon the new penitentiary is 
now in progress. It has required almost pre- 
cisely twenty-one years to finish the building. 
It ranks as one of the best in the country. The 
wall, which in the rear encloses three sides o 
a square, of which the building forms the 

ront, is considered a model one. 

The state is now building, under the con- 
tract system, an important short line of rail- 
way to the thriving seaport town of Washing- 
ton, which will.develop a rich trucking 
section, and which may give Raleigh another 
connection. On this line 250 convicts are at 
work. The greater number of the 550 em- 
ployed on the Wilson and Florence railway 
have been withdrawn. it is always a prob- 
lem what to do with convicts when 
these contracts are finished. They 
do not longer make shoes or do _ iron- 
work. Brickmaking is the only thing done 
in the prison proper. That is quite profitable, 
and does not conflict with free jabor. If more 
railway work is not secured, many convicts 
will be added to the number now at the peni- 
tentiary farms. It is quite probable that in 
the future fewer convicts will come in, as 
counties adopt the road law, and the sentences 
are to Jabor on the roads, instead of in the 
penitentiary. Nine counties now thus use 
convicts, and the plan is a good one. 


Public Road Improvement, 


Some plan, well matured and well carried 
out, must be putin force for public road im- 
provement in this state and the éther southern 
states. It will effect a wonderful change. 
Governor Holt today appointed the following 
delegates to attend the southern road congress 
at Atianta—two from each district: M. H.

The Davy Crockett Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany, of Pougheekpsie, N. Y., will reach At 
lanta next Tuesday afternoon. 

They will remain in Atlanta for two days 
and will be royally entertained during their 
stay in the city. 


The Davy Crockett Hook and Ladder Com- 


pany hasahistory. It is the oldest volunteer 
fire company in the United States, 
having been organized as far back 
as 1812. Since its organization it has 
had a romantic history, and as its original 
members would pass into the mysteries of 
death, young and stalwart men, who had 
admired the gallant fire foes, from their youth 
up, would step in and fill their places. So the 
Organization has been kept up for almost a 
century. ; 

But the growth of Poughkeepsie has 
crowded the Davy Crockett Hook and 
Ladder Company out of service many years 
ago,and all that remains of it now isa yet- 
eran band with a glorious record 

A few years ago, when the Gate City 
Guard made a tour of the northern states, 
they were most handsomely entertained, while 
in Poughkeepsie, by the Davy Crockett Hook 
and Ladder Company. At no place during 
their entire trip were they better treated, and 
now that the Davy Crockett Hook and Lad® 
der Company is coming to Atlanta, the 
Guard intends doing the handsome thing by 
them. 

They will reach the city Tuesday after. 
noon at 2% o’clock. They will be met 
at Lone Grave, in the Allatoona 
Pass, by Lieutenant Colonel W. L. Calhoun, 
and a party of confederate veterans. ‘Lone 
Grave,’’ as it is called, is where an unknown 
federal soldier was buried during the war. 
Touching exercises will be held by these vet- 
erans in blue and gray over the lone sol- 
dier’s grave—the common comrade of them 
all. Looking upon that scene, enacted by the 
resting place of a poor, unknown soldier, one 
could not believe otherwise than that the 
— and south had clasped hands over their 
dead. 

Reaching the city at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, the distinguished party will be met at 
the depot by the Gate City Guard in full dress, 
and a delegation from the Northern Society. 

Headed by a band, they will be driven to 
the Guard armory on Peachtree street. There 
&@ inagnificent banquet will be served. 

Lieutenant Colonel Calhoun, Mayor Hemp- 
hill, General J. R. Lewis, Mr. A. B. Carrier, 
Captain Kirk and several other prominent 
citizens will be present. Appropriate ad- 
dresses of welcome will be made which wi!l 
be responded to. 

After the banquet the entire party will re- 
pair to the corner of Peachtree and Broad sts., 
and an alarm of fire will be sent in to test the 
quickness of the Atlanta fire department. 
It goes without saying that the tire laddies 
will show themselves equal to any tire com- 
pany in the country. 

Tuesday night members of the party will be 
entertained at the homes of private citizens in 
the city. 

On Wednesday morning the entire party 
will be given a carriage drive over the city, to 
the principal points of interest. Foreman W. 

ing will ride at the head of the party, 
Chief Joyner, in his iittle 
wagon. During the day they 
will be jointly entertained by the Guard, 
the Northern Society and the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 

Returning, the visitors will leave the city at 
6 o’clock Thursda morning. There will be 
about one hundred and ten members of the

MRS. BRITTAIN'S BOYS. 


She Is Doing 
Them. 

“One-half the world knows not what the 
other half is doing.’’ 

Atlanta is no exception to this rule. Ac- 
cording to the statements of those in a posi- 
tion to know, in Atlanta, with all her wealth 
and prosperity, there are a number of poor 
women and children who daily go hungry for 
the want of bread. But there are not as 
many physical sufferers that need attention as 
there are moral ones. 

A prominent city official said yesterday: 
“The city, some individual or society, ought 
to pay Mrs. Brittain a salary, fix her up an 
office and furnish a good detective to 
help her, and {let her devote all her time 
to the good work of trying to reform 
the unfortunate and feed the helpless. 
There are a numberof worthy cases now in 
my knowledge in this town that are 
going to eternal ruin for the want of a kind, 
helping hand.”’ 

The official continued: “I know of a young 
girl, not a day over fifteen years old, who be. 
longs to a good family, whose both soul and 
vody is doomed to destruction for the want of 
& little assistance now, while it is yet time. She 
has a pretty and intelligent face, and I be- 
lieve would reform if she had half a chance. 
She is not a bad girl, but one of those pitiable 
unfortunates that has been led away in her 
extreme youth, and, being cordemned inp- 
stead of condoned, her downfall has been 80 
rapid that in hopeless _ despair she has lost 
faith in the world and in man and womap- 
kind. Her story is a pitiable one. While yet 
a child, bright, sociable and unsuspecting, she 
was decoyed to an assignation house 
and there her ruin accomplished. From that 
day the fates had been against her, and 
through no fault of hers she has drifted from 
bad to worse. She is now thoroughly repent- 
ant, and, if she had an opportunity, I believe 
might yet reform and make a Christian woman 
and a good and honest mother. This case has 
been brought to Mrs. Brittain's attention, but 
she has no funds to pay the expenses of send- 
ing this unfortunate creature away to where 
she could have somebody to care for her and 
help her regain her fallen character. Thus a 
-life is ruined, society suffers and a sou) is lost 
for the lack of a few dollars, 

“I know another case,” said the Ofticial, 
“while not similar to the one just stated, is 
equally as unfortunate and certainly as much 
an object of pity. It is a young girl who 
married a worthless, cruel man in a distant 
city and was brought to thiscity to live. She 
realized only a few days of the happiness she 
had fondly anticipated when she gave her 
heart and hand to the man who had won her 
love and confidence. Woman's confidence was 
never worse betrayed. In a few weeks her 
husband began to show his real character by 
beating and abusing her most cruelly. She 
, Stood this as'long as she could and lett him. 
Seemingly without a scruple,he walked off 
and left her without a dollar, and with a 
large unpaid board bill, including her own for 
some weeks. She was in very delicate health, 
and must soon become a mother and the reali- 
zation of her condition completely prostrated 
her. She now lives in a boardin house 
among strangers in this condition, and ought 
to be sent home to her relatives. She isa 
lovely little woman in every respect, aud a 
worthier object of charity has never come 
under my knowledge in Atlanta. 

‘Another case thatjnow needs attention in 
Atlanta isa young girl only about fourteen 
years old that lived below herein the country 
with her parents, who are poor but highly re- 

ble, and who was stolen by a man about 

years old and brought to the city. She 

no doubt, as she claims, came with him with 
the ae bel ne that he was to marry her. 
I don’t believe that the girl has ever yet re- 
ized the gravity of her position, or that she 
ever had a wrong intention when she left her 
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home. Now that girl ought to be rescued 

‘from the devilish clutches into which she has 
unfortunately fallen. There ought to be 
somebody authorized, and’ whose duty it 
should be, to look up such cases as these and 
fend them back to their homes. Ina large 
nuinber of such cases afew weeks or sometimes 
a few days of this life teaches these girls les- 
sons that they would profit by, and they could 
be saved if a proper effort was made, 

**These are oniy some cases thatinow exist in 
Atlanta, but I will tell you similar ones are 
reported here weekly. Of course the city of 
Atlanta, nor any particular individual, is un- 
der any obligation to do this work other than 
that dictated by humanity, but to see them as 
I do is quite sufficient.”’ 

“What would you naeet be done in the 
matter?”’ was asked the ofticial. 

‘Well, that’s not for me to say. Thisis a 
question for the whole ple to decide. I 
think that Mrs. Brittain is doing good work, 
and no doubt is quite capable of taking care of 
such cases if she had assistance enough. She 
ought to havea fund on hand at all times to 
meet such emergencies; also one of two good 
detectives to look up and investigate the cases 
reported. She ought to have an oftice and be 
paid a salary for the service, for certainly no 
sreater service was ever rendered for the good 
of the city and humanity than that on this 


line,”’

’ DROPPED DEAD. 


Lucien Smith Reels While Chatting in 
Macon Yesterday and 


FALLS INTO THE ARMS OF A BYSTANDER. 


AjMoment Later and He Was Dead—The 
Cause Probebly Heart Disease—Son 
of Atlanta’s First Postmaster. 


Lucien Smith, long a well-known resident 
of Atlanta, dropped dead in Macon yesterday. 

About 12 o'clock a man entered\the bar of 
Lewis Cooper, a colored saloonist on Fourth 
street. He seemed to be perfectly well and his 
large stature and good physique lent emphasis 
to a belief in his good health. 

While in the place he opened a conversation 
with some parties and stood pleasantly chat- 
ting with them. 

Suddenly, he exclaimed, ‘Oh, Lord,” and a 
moment later reeled over into the arms of a 
bystander. 2 

He never again moved and a hasty examina- 
tion showed that he was dead. 

No one present knew the man. He was a 
perfect stranger to them all. His pockets 
were searched foraclue to his identity, and 
several papers were found. They showed the 
unknown man to be L. W. Smith, of Atlanta; 
that he had been a school teacher, and that he 
might have been in the employ of Bill Jones, 
the well-known local detective. A telegram 
was sent to Jones in Atlanta, andin the mean- 
while Coroner Knight was notified. 

A jury was summoned and an inquest held. 
The verdict was that Smith’s death was due to 
unknown causes. It was most probably heart 
disease. 

The dead man was carried to the establish- 
ment of Undertaker Keating, who sent a tele- 
gram to Atlanta as to the disposition of the 
body. Dr. Amos Fox took the matter in 
charge, and will attend to the funeral arrapge- 
ments. 

The death of Lucien Smith, and especially 
his very sudden passing away, wil 
produce mitch sorrow to his many 
friends in Atlanta, with whom 
he spent most of his life. His fatter was Mr. 
Joseph Smith, who died a few months ago, 
and who was Atlanta’s first postmaster. His 
mother lives at present on Fair street, and to 
her the sad intelligence of ber son’s death was 
conveyed as gently as possible last evening.

BISHOP'S LETTER. | 


It Is Received in Atlanta Declining the 
Bishopric. 


HE GIVES HIS REASONS FOR 


Believes He Can Accomplish the Most 
Good at His Present Post—The Com- 
mittee Meets Today. 


IT. 


This morning the standing committee of 
the diocese of Georgia will meet in the 
office of Mr. Z. D. Harrison, in the state 
capitol. 

Bishop Talbot’s letter of declination will 
be opened and read. 

This. letter was received ten or twelve 
days ago, but has been zealously kept from the 
public by Mr. Harrison, in whose hands 
itjis. Mr. Harrison stated to all inquirers 
that the letter would not be given out for 
publication until after the meeting of the 
committee, which will oecur today. The 
letter has been seen by the eyes of no one, 
in Atlanta, except Mr. Harrison. 

The letter is as follows: 

“LARAMIE, Wyo., September 23, 1891.—The 
Hon. Z. D. Harrison, Secretary of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese of Georgia: My 
Dear Sir: I herewith beg to decline the 
election to the bishopric of Geor- 
gia, with which your recent convention 
has honored me. It is not necessary that I 
should here enter into the reasons which have 
led to this decision, as you are already familiar 
with the grave issues involved. Your call 
found me already committed to the missionary 
operations of the church in this new and 
growing west. Tothis work I was but re- 
cently sunmoned under the most solemn sanc- 
tion, and by the highest authority 
known tome. Sent here toaccomplish certain 
results, I have but fairly embarked upon the 
undertaking. The divine blessing has seemed 
to rest signally on the beginning made. But 
many enterprises, as yet in their incipiency, 
look to me for help. The majority of my 
faithful clergy depend on my personal efforts, 
not only for moral support, but for their very 
living. Toabandon the work at this time must 
entail upon it serious calamity. Under these 
circumstances 1 cannot transfer ‘to another 
the varied interests of this new field. To lay 
a foundation for the church’s future and to 
secure for her the allegiange and co-operation 
of these young commonwealths is the great 
work which comforts us here. These and 
many other considerations impel me to abide 
with my scattered tlock, who have so nobly 
upheld me by their generous sympathy and 
devotion. You will bear me witness that 
before my election, I intimated that 
I could not leave. That I have delayed 
iy tinal decision so far is due to the personal 
solicitation of your committee and their most 
kindly cherished hope that after conference 
with certain revered and trusted brethren of 
the house of bishops I might be able to see my 
way clearly to come to you. But such has not 
been the result. Almost with unanimity those 
with whom I have counseled have advised me 
to remain at my ~>present post of 
duty. I need not add how 
deeply I have been touched by 
sO many assurances of loyalty and support 
from the clergy and laity of your important 
diocese, and how gladly I should come to you 
did a sense of duty permit. Personal consid- 
erations have appealed strongly to me to heed 
your call, and these have been fortified by the 
singular and almost spontaneous unanimity 
attending my election. I can only hope that 
you will do me the kindness to believe that I 
have tried to be governed solely by a desire to 
do God’s will, as I have been 
able to discern it, and that I have acted oniy 
I am 
comforted inthis paivfal hour by the assur- 
ance that whatever disappointment this de- 
cision may cause you, will be but temporary, 
and that the Holy Ghost will direct and guide 
you to fill your vacant seat. with its hallowed 
traditions, by the choice of a leader far more 
worthy of your confidence. Very faithfully 
yours, ETHELBERT TALBOT.” 

The bishop’s letter will be formally re- 
ceived by the committee today. 

The date and place of holding a diocesan 
convention to elect a bishop will be decided 
on, and a call for such a convention will be 
issued today. 

As to who may be elected bishup of this 
diocese, not even a suggestion can be made at 
present. 

The convention will probably be held in 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Harrison has kept Bishop Talbot’s letter, 
as has been stated, since its reception, private, 
and will show it to no outsider until after the 
committee meeting today.

OF ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTEEN DOLLARS 


On Broad Street-Lum Fang Isin the City

This was the wild and startled cry which 
greeted Patrolman Newman as he strolled 
along his Broad street beat last night. 

The patrolman responded to the call, and 
when he reached the scene from which the 
infuriated, as wel! as terror-stricken cry ema- 
nated, he found a muscular Chinaman with 
an ugly frown on his face, rubbing a big gash 
on the side of his ill-shaped and badly abused 
cranium. 

With a dexterious gesture he threw open 
the collar of his blue blouse costume and dis- 
played a bad bruise on his shoulder. 

“What's the trouble?” asked the patrolman. 

“He knocked me down, robbed me, and 
try to murder me,” replied the Mongolian. 

“Who robbed you?” asked the patrolman. 

‘That laundry Chinaman; he named Lum

THE ATLANTA LAW SCHOOL, 


Its Flattering Prospects Are Justified by the 
Peculiar Advantages Offered. 

Atlanta has a very promising institution in 
the new Jaw school. 

It is deemed so because of its need and also 
because of the lega! ability that is backing it. 

Five lawyers of acknowledged force com- 
prise the regular faculty and these are aug- 
mented by a corps of nineteen special 
lecturers who are the brainiest men and best 


lawyers the state affords, 

These assistant lecturers are speciajists, 
dealing with particular branches and the fine 
points of the law, who, by devoting them- 
selves to certain limited subjects, can master 
them so thoroughly as to speak clearly and 
authoritatively about them. 

The plan proposed is that the regular fac- 
ulty shal! conduct the instruction of the gen- 
era! principles of law andthe simpler subdi- 
visions of each topic. When the special points 
and difticulties are encountered, requiring 
faithful and energetic study to solve, the spe- 
cial lecturers come into service and carry the 
subject to a conclusion, 

This system will be beneficial alike to law 
students and active practitioners. The law 
students will receive their instruction from men 
who are practica}), every-day lawyers, instead 
ofa body of college professors. Their time 
will be spent in the courts of Atlanta, where, 
continually, actual cases involving the life, 
liberty aut sroperty of citizens will be up for 
consideration. These cases, and the law it 
takes to adjust them, will be much more 
indelibly stamped upon the minds of students 
than could imaginary doings in ‘‘moot courts,”’ 

Then, it stands to reason that no man’s gen- 
eral attainments in law can become 80 enor- 
mous that he cannot learn from a compeer 
who has devoted himself exclusively to the 
mastery of some particular subject. 

Realizing this, many of Atlanta’s most en- 
terprising lawyers have already expressed a 
determination to avail themselves of the o 
portunity offered by these lectures, They will 
attend them in order to get the benefit of the 
close research and reasoning of the specialist. 
Thus there will be mutual benefit accruing to 
the practic:ng lawyers. 

It may also be mentioned that the day when 
aspirants to law study in the oftices of the older 
lawyers is passed—especially in busy cities. 
Constant interruptions prevent continuous 
application of the student, while pressing du- 
ties prevent the experienced Jawyer from de- 
voting the necessary time and pains to the 
task of instruction, 

Thus students have to attend regular law 
schools, and, for peculiar advantages offered, 


| certainly the Atlanta Law school leads all 


others. 

Then, again, the advantage of night sessions 
is offered. In the day the student can attend 
the city courts and at night receive instruction. 
This will enable many young men occupied 
all through the day to study law who other- 
wise could not. This of itself ought to draw 
many students. : 

In jact, many young men about the city who 
have nothing to occupy them and a few dollars 
to spend could not invest either to better ad- 
vantage, so far as acquiring business sense and 
general information is concerned. 

These many advantages will make the 
Atianta Law school a practical success. 

Although the session does not open till to- 
night, a good many students had matriculated 
Saturday morning. The professors are a}! sav- 
guine of success aud believe that at least fifty 
students will attend, This will be phenome- 
nal success for the tirst year’s work. 
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FARMING IN FLOYD, 


A Story Which Shows That There Is Money 
in the Farm. 

Romk, Ga., October 4. —[{Special.]—Not- 
withstanding all that has been said by poli- 
ticians and political economists of late, farm- 
ing seems to pay in Floyd county. The fertile 
fields of Floyd yield;abundantly. The rich 
bottom lands, the highlands and the valleys 
are fairly filled with cotton and corn, clover 
and grasses. There are a great many small 
farms in cultivation. There are a number of 
orchards and vineyards, and there are alsoa 
number of the finest river bottom farms that 
can be found in Georgia. 


An Ideal Farm. 


Down the Coosa river, seventeen miles 
from Rome, there is a farm of 1,300 acres 
lying beautifully on the banks of the river. 
Corn ag rank as ever grown in Kansas, and 
cotton suggestive of the Mississippi bottoms, 
are ripening there today inthe autumn sun. 
It is a pretty story of what brain and muscle 
will do. 

Vincent T. Sanford, of Greensboro, Ga., 
moved to Floyd county a few years ago to till 
the soil. He tirst farmed near Greensboro, 
and with borrowed money made his first crop. 
The harvest was splendid and a snug sum was 
realized. There he farmed, making money 
and purchasing a fine farm. 

He moved to Floyd and farmed on the 
Coosa river farm on a large scale, investing 
his capital in the farm and prospering. 

But a question of title arose in reference to 
the land. A law suit followed and the farm 
was sold at sheriff’s sale, young Sanford 
losing heavily thereby. 

When the farm was sold at sheriff’s sale 
Sanford purchased again, and with a will went 
to work. 

He improved the place, he procured the very 
best labor he could and the farm today is one 
of the most successful in all this part of the 
country. 

This fall 300 acres in corn, it is estimated, 
will vield 15,000 bushels, and on an acreage of 
a little over three hundred in cotton, 250 bales 
are expected. Fields of the corn will average 
tweve to fifteen feet high, with two and three 
large ears to the stalk, and the stalks of cot- 
ton are frequently higher than a man’s head. 


Method of Farming. 


The method of farming used by Mr. San- 
ford is to obtain the best renters possible and 
rent for standing money rent. His average 
rent pet acre is about five dollars, and there is 
no trouble torent all the land he wants to. San- 
ford married two years ago a beautiful girl near 
his old home in Greensboro, a Miss Leverett. 
She went to his Floyd county farm with him. 
The little home among the grove was added 
to, the house was painted, the walls papered, 
flowers encircled the yard and green tracery 
and vines verily make a vine-clad cottage 
nestied among the roses. 

His barn is a mammoth one of the very 
finest heart pine lumber. Its arrangement is 
admirable. 

At present a new sturdy, strong plank 
fence is being built around the place. 

The planks come from his sawmill on the 
place. All timbercut, in clearing the new 
ground, is utilized as lumber, and that not 
needed on the farm is shipped to Rome by the 
White Star Line steamers. 

Mr. Sanford has purchased some fine 
horses. ‘Dick,’’ a noted Georgia pacer, is in 
his stable; and “Bill Arp,” of much celebrity, 
he owns, also. 

Mr. Sanford has the finest pack of 
hounds in the state. His pack cost him about 
six hundred dollars. The Maryland, July, 
Wirehair and various crosses constitute his 
pack of twenty-five. The owner of the pack 
says thirty minutes is all the time he wants to 
catch a red fox. 5 

Soon this fertile farm, down the Coosa 
river, this farmer lives, in a beautiful home, 
with comforts and luxuries, with the corn 
twelve to fifteen feet high in the fields and the 
cotton rich in fruit. 

There are many other farms of Floyd rich 
and tertile, but Sanford’s is a story telling 
what a Georgia boy, with grit and pluck, can 
achieve on the farms of his native state.
